Redmond. Readers ot the dally prc«« 
during the past two or three weeks 
will not need to be reminded of the 
origin of all 'Ihib It has been keiit 
before them with exri edliiK dili- 
gence. Letters and artWIes and 
speeches ga!ore have been wiitton. 
printed and ntter^d to the en<l that 
Redmond the traitor (!) should be 
proi>erly unmasked. The Tory press 
and the factionlsts liad no Other 
theme; and sundry innocent people 
were beginning to fear that eome- 
tblng real was behind it all, and that 
the flag had been hauled down a 
uttle and the Nationalist demand 
whittled away to meet the views of 
KngUsta politicians. 

The bulk ot the NatlonalUt body, 
staunch, adherents of the IcM f^Tty 
and convinced believers in the hon- 
esty and sagacity of its leaders, were 
little affected by the ravings of the 
factionlBl and I'nionlst orators and 
wiitcrs; but even they were re- 
lieved when the daily |)ai>erB pub- 
I'sbed Riedmonds t.(le^;rani repudiat- 
ing the alleged Interview. The ab- 
surdity of the suggestion that the 
Irish leader would have selecle<l an 
American platform to announce the 
watering-down of the Irish demand 
was sufficiently patent. Redmond's 
own speechee at the opening of the 
pre»ent mission to the States spoke 
for themselves. Nevertheless the 
alleged latervleer •. laeaed to tbe- 
world with eo much circumstsnce 
by the London Express called for 
explicit repudiation. Redmond states 
that his "Interviewer" saw him in 
his hotel for two minutes, that the 
latter took no notes of the Interview, 
that he asked for a "definition of 
home rule," and was referred to an 
article written by Redmond in the 
current issue of an American mag- 
aVlne. It is unnecessary to quote 
from that article, since the Tory 
preee admits that it enunciates no 
new principle and leaves the writer 
and hie party on the question of 
home rule, in Redmond's own words, 
"precisely whore Paraell stood." To 
put tlM msAter beyond doubt Red- 
mond lays down the position In these 
words: 

"Our minimum demand Is for an 
Irish Parliament with an Executive 
responsible lo it, wkh full control 
over all purely Irish affairs. This is 
the definition of home rule to which 
the English Prime Minister and the 
entire Liberal jiarty stand pledged, 
and is our minimum. As for what 
ts called 'home rule all round' or a 
general system of federat.ion, of 
course if England . Scotland a-iid 
Wales de.iire to have Parliaments 
under a federated system, Ireland 
would have no objection, and I 
think would agree that our now. 
home rule coBUtltution ahould be of 
such a cfearaetor is would fit Into 
a general system of federation later 
on, but it must be understood that 
we can not In Ireland wait \intll Kne.- 
land, Scotland and Wales have made 
up their minds to get home rule for 
themselves. Home rule for Ireland 
must come first. We will not tol- 
cate any lost i>onement of the ques- 
tion or any w utering-down of our 
demands."

The Daily 
Chronicle *ay3 that "R<dmond 
rightly claims priority for Irisli home 
rule: and no Liberal will dispute 
that claim. N'either Scotland nor 
Wales has suffered as Ireland has 
from long years of oppression, in- 
justice and misgovernment Ireland 
can not wait until Ekigland. Scotland 
and Wales have made up their 
minds: and no true Liberal would 
wish her to wait." This Is a very 
definite pronouncement by one ot 
the leading organs of Englit-.h Lib- 
eral opln/ion, and will be read with 
sat'sfaction by Irishmen. If any 
Whig politician entertaine<l the hope 
oi' shelvliiK the home rule question 
pending a scheme of federation he 
must now feel that such a course Is 
Imprscticable. It Is only right to 
add that .there Is absolu'<-l\' no ev- 
idence that such an Idea ever was 
sntertained.

This is the first monu- 
ment ever ere( ted to an Irishman by 
thi- (lovernment of the Ciiited 
Stales, though the Barry monument 
to the "Father of the Navy" is un- 
der construction and ts soon *o he 
completed. The contract tor the 
execution of the work-waa given by 
the Secretary o< War to Jerome 
Connor, a distinguished young 
sculptor of Irish birth, now of 
Washington, D. C. Mr. Gonnor Is a 
oiomber of the Ancient Order ot Hi- 
bernians, and a native ot tihe County 
Kerry. Ireland. He came to Amerloa 
t an « arly age and attemded school 
Massax'husetts. He studied his 
)rf>feB»ion mostly in America, but 
ravele<l abroad extensively, and has 
icqulred artlstie ability of a high 
irder. His bust of Cren. Shields has 
been iwonounced a suiKtrb pl«ce ot 
.niodellng by many of his brother art- 
ists, and da the first work in 
sculpture to be approved by the Na- 
tional Commles'on of Fine Arts, cre- 
ated by the last Congress, the mom- 
bere of which were selected by 
Preeident Taft. 

Mr. Connor'e bust of Oon. Shields 
■ four tlmee life else, and one of 
the largeat portrait busts in the 
United States. It will surmount a 
polished granite pedestal ten feet 
high, bearing the Insignls of the 
United States on the face of the die 
and the following Inscriptions: 
Gen. James Shields. 
Bom in County Tyrone, Ireland, 

May 10, 1810; 
nied In Ottumwa, Iowa, 187». 
Un each aide of the die will 
carved the names ot the prtncipsl 
battles In which Gen. Shlehis took 
part in theintnUm and civii ^s.-tm. 
and on the hack will appear a bronze 
tablet coDtainInc the eeala ot the 
.<Utes of Illinois, Minneeota and Mia- 
souri. which the General repreasiiled 
in the Senate of th4 United Statoi. 
The monument will be aet in phMa 
o\er the grave of the OenersI la St. 
Mary's Catholic cemetery at Carroll- 
ton, Mo., and the unveiling and dedl- 
fation will take place under the 
i Jces of the United States Goi 
nient. the Commercial Club 
Carrollton. the (Irand Army of 
Ropublic of .Missouri and Kansas sod 
the Irish societios of Wmwof . 
Illinois and .Missouri. 

It is expected that addresaes will 
be delivered at the unvelUng by 
Archblsbop Ireland, National Pntsl- 
dent Hon. J. J, Regan of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians hi America, 
den. Warren loifer, ot Ohio, aad 
representatives from the National 
Government and the State Oovera- 
meats of Illinois, Minaseota aad 
Missouri. United States troops fron 
Fort Leavenworth and State troopa 
of .Missouri will participate, as well 
as large delegations from Irtah or- 
ganisations and the Onad Army of 
the Republic. 

The monument will be en-cted un- 
der the personal supervision of the 
»';''•":■ iind it is exv)ected that the 
\eneiable widow of Gen. Shields, ac- 
companied by her son. Dr. Daniel p. 
Shields, of New York, will attend 
the dedication cersmonlss. The buet 
of Gen. Shields is four feet six 
inches high by two feet ten laches 
adross the shoulders. A half doien 
army off leers who knew Oen. Shields 
have pronounced the bust a true 
likeness of the brave and iotrapid 
Irish soldier, who by his bravery 
and statesmanship has reflected ao 
much credit Upon Ireland and her 
reople. 

The erection of the monument 
over the girave of Cen. Shields Is 
Largely due to the unselfish and pa- 
triotic efforts of Hon. \V. W. Rucker, 
a memebr of Congress from Mis- 
souri, assisted by hU oolleaguss 
fiom that state in the National 
Houee and Senate. It is underetood 
that Mr. Rucker iiae arranged with 
the sculptor for a rsplica of the bust 
in plsater, wbieh he Intends to pre- 
sent to the public library ot Car- 
rollton, Mo., and it is also said that 
Hon. Patrick F. Gill, member of 
Congress from St. Louis, Intends 
presenting a replica of the buet in 
plaster to the Gen. Shields Club of 
St. Louis.

Freiiiieiitly non-Catholics ask why 
llg^hted (andles are used in Catholic 
chur<'hes and what they BignUy. The 
following moat appropriate anewer 
was prepared by a well known prieat 
writer, and should be preserved by 
our Catholic readers: 

Candles when lighted express Joy. 
Ood ordered brazen candelabra to be 
placed in the Ark of the Covenant. 
There were <cnHiiil> ramlies or 
oHve joil lamps used at the Laet 
Supi>er, for it took place in tihe night 
when the I'aschal l^nib was always 
eaten. When the early Christians 
who took refuge in the catacombs — 
passages and rooms excavated under- 
ground — light* were not only used 
for religious manifestations but 
from ne^eseity. When the church 
came forth from these underground 
refuges the lights were still used, 
but not intm neoesalty. 'nbey were 
kept aa ramlndera of the daya ot 
pertecution and for ayavbolical 
reaaona. Lighted oandlea ware alg- 
ntfioant of Chriat the Ugbt of the 
World. CUiriat diapelled the dark- 
aa that enwratuped th« world by 
Ilia revelattona and dootrinea. Dark- 
neas is a synonym for ignorance. By 
the 'teachings of our Lord on our 
origin and final deattay tlte ignor- 
ance of men was scattered aad itbeir 
minds Illuminated. 

Ttve lighted candle is an emblem 
of faith whloh throws light upon 
what coiKerns us most seriously. Its 
flame which always ascends is a 
symbol of hope directing our deaires 
and aspirations toward heaven. The 
heat of Uie lighted candle expresaes 
the fire and warmth of Chrinilan 
obarlty. Heaoe the Ugbtad candle 
rlefwed in ita ayaibellaal aanaa. by 
remlndlac ua of Cbrlat, dranra us 
doaar to Him in thought and teaehea 
ua a larger and practical apprecia- 
tion of his mission, and tnnparta us 
livelier view of the chief virtuee 
bhat sh/tuld adorn our souls. Again, 
the candle Is the emblem of a Ohiis- 
tian's life and duty. As tht' candle 
l« wholly consumeKl iin Ood's service, 
so each iii.iu should from baptism 
until death he coneumed in serving 
(Jod. Henc^. caudles are truly use- 
ful as manifestations of our Inward 
•motions and virtuee and serve us 
as teachers of important truths.
